THE  SYSTEM  USED 


The  system  used  in  presenting  the  generations  of  Whittiers  in 
this  work  is  very  simple,  and  it  is  believed  that  a  few  words  of  ex- 
planation will  suffice  to  make  it  clear  to  all. 

Each  name  in  direct  descendency  from  the  original  settler  in 
America  has  attached  to  it  two  numbers,  one  preceding  and  the  other 
following  the  name  itself.  To  obtain  the  first  number,  the  names  are 
numbered  consecutively  from  the  first  settler,  through  each  gener- 
ation complete  before  starting  to  number  the  next.  Thus  the  first 
settler,  Thomas  Whittier,  would  be  given  the  number  i.  His  chil- 
dren would  then  be  numbered  from  2  to  11.  Then  the  third  gener- 
ation would  be  numbered  complete,  from  12  to  54.  These  numbers 
apply  only  to  this  book,  having  no  bearing  whatever  except  as  a 
guide  in  tracing  the  lineages  in  this  book.  The  second  number,  that 
following  the  name,  is  an  index  of  generation  only,  the  generatons 
being  numbered  consecutively  from  1  ■  to  11,  beginning  with  the 
original  settler  in  America  as  the  first  generation.  Names  marrying, 
into  the  family  must  be  traced  by  the  numbers  of  the  husband  or 
wife. 

Thus,  to  take  an  example,  we  will  wish  to  trace  the  ancestry  of 
the  poet,  John  Greenleaf  Whittier.  We  find  his  number  to  be  157, 
and  the  5th  generation,  and  a  son  of  106  John  Whittier  4.  Turning 
next  to  the  number  106  in  the  list  of  children,  we  find  106  John  4  to 
be  a  son  of  54  Joseph  3.  Next  looking  up  54  Joseph  in  the  list  of 
children,  we  find  him  a  son  of  11  Joseph  2,  whom  we  find  to  be  the 
youngest  son  of  1  Thomas  Whittier  1. 


FOREWORD 


Some  time  ago,  realizing  that  the  members  of  the  family  were  be- 
coming widely  scattered,  and  that  the  longer  it  was  delayed  the 
harder  the  task  would  prove  to  be,  it  was  resolved  to  compile  as 
complete  a  record  of  the  family  as  circumstances  would  permit.  The 
difficulty  of  the  task  will  be  realized  when  it  is  understood  that  the 
members  of  the  family  have  drifted  from  the  old  home  settlement 
in  Vermont  southward  even  into  Florida,  and  westward  to  Wash- 
ington and  California. 

It  was  probably  about  1820  that  Edmund  and  Abigail  Whittier, 
with  their  family,  moved  from  the  original  Whittier  settlement  in 
Haverhill,  Mass.,  to  Addison  County,  Vermont,  and  as  that  step  on 
their  part  marked  a  definite  break  in  their  ties  with  the  relatives  in 
and  around  Haverhill,  it  was  decided  to  collect  the  record  of  the  de- 
scendents  of  Edmund  and  Abigail  only.  Many,  probably  most,  of 
their  descendents  still  live  in  northern  and  central  Vermont,  but  a 
large  number  have,  in  their  turn,  removed  to  new  scenes  and  started 
homes  and  families  of  their  own. 

In  Part  Two  is  set  down  the  sum  of  information  which  has  so 
far  been  collected  on  the  descendents  of  Edmund  and  Abigail.  It 
is  indeed  regrettable  that  circumstances  will  not  permit  the  com- 
pletion of  the  work,  but  the  information  already  in  hand  is  so  great 
that  it  is  felt  that  it  would  be  a  serious  loss  not  to  put  it  into  per- 
7nanent  form.  The  result  is  that  a  great  deal  of  the  work  remains 
un-verified,  so  that  errors  of  dates,  or  of  places,  and  quite  likely 
spellings  of  names, 'are  sure  to  occur,  but  there  is  no  doubt  of  the 
lineages  listed. 

In  this  work  much  dependence  must  be  placed  on  the  information 
supplied  by  interested  members  of  the  family,  and  sincere  thanks  is 
extended  to  all  who  have  so  generously  assisted  in  the  work. 
Without  their  co-operation  any  labors  along  this  line  would  have 
been  useless.  Yet  it  will  be  realized  that  mis-quotations  will  some- 
times occur  under  such  circumstances,  especially  where  a  work  must 
be  dropped  before  completion.  Therefore  it  is  trusted  that  those 
noticing  minor  mistakes  will  make  allowances. 
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In  Part  One  will  be  found  a  considerable  record  of  the  earlier 
generations  of  Whittiers  in  America.  No  effort  has  been  made  to 
extend  this  beyond  collecting  under  one  cover  the  various  notes  pub- 
lished by  other  investigators.  The  sources  of  information  have  been 
many.  It  is  not  claimed  that  this  is  a  complete  record  of  the 
Whittiers,  but  only  that  it  contains  such  information  as  could  be 
collected  from  easily  available  works.  No  responsibility  is  assumed 
for  the  accuracy  of  this  part,  yet  there  is  no  reason  to  doubt  any  of 
the  lineages  quoted. 

In  Part  Three  are  given  some  ancestral  notes  on  lines  marrying 
into  the  family.  These  are  collected  from  all  sorts  of  sources,  and 
are  given  merely  as  a  curiosity.  They  could  well  be  guaranteed 
accurate,  yet  as  a  whole  no  responsibility  is  assumed  for  the  entries 
in  this  part. 

The  average  length  of  life,  as  shown  by  160  names  for  which  the 
dates  of  birth  and  death  are  known,  is  32  years,  8  months,  and  23 
days.  Of  this  number,  however,  40  were  less  than  one  year  old. 
For  the  clan  of  3  John  2,  the  record  for  119  names  is  25  years,  4 
months,  and  3  days,  with  35  less  than  1  year  old.  For  the  clan  of  11 
Joseph  2,  the  record  for  32  names  is  44  years,  5  months,  and  8  days, 
with  5  less  than  1  year  old.  In  the  clan  of  163  Edmund  6,  considered 
separately,  the  record  is  but  21  years,  11  months,  and  13  days,  for  90 
names,  of  which  33  were  less  than  1  year  old. 

As  it  is  manifestly  inaccurate  to  take  this  record  where  there 
are  so  many  records  of  infant  mortality,  and  so  many  adults  whose 
records  are  not  known  or  who  are  still  living,  it  has  been  deemed 
best  to  take  the  record  of  those  who  have  exceeded  18  years  of  age. 
This  will  give,  for  the  family  as  a  whole,  85  names  showing  a  record 
of  58  years,  4  months,  and  15  days,  of  whom  25  exceeded  70  years, 
and  2  exceeded  90  years.  For  the  clan  of  3  John  2,  54  names  show 
a  record  of  56  years  and  26  days,  of  whom  13  exceeded  70  years,  and 
2  exceeded  90  years.  For  the  clan  of  11  Joseph  2,  22  names  show  a 
record  of  63  years,  6  months,  and  24  days,  of  whom  9  exceeded  70 
years,  none  attaining  90  years.  For  the  clan  of  163  Edmund  6,  con- 
sidered separately,  this  would  give  33  names  showing  a  record  of  54 
years,  2  months,  and  21  days,  with  7  exceeding  70  years,  and  1  ex- 
ceeding 90  years. 

The  average  number  of  children  for  the  family  as  a  whole,  in- 
cluding only  those  families  where  the  period  of  childbirth  is  clearly 
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past,  is  4.9.  For  the  clan  of  3  John  2  it  is  4.7,  and  for  the  clan  of  11 
Joseph  2  it  is  5.3.  For  the  clan  of  163  Edmund  6,  considered  separ- 
ately, it  is  4.1. 

Attention  is  invited  to  the  fact  that  previous  to  1753  the  year  be- 
gan with  March  25th,  instead  of  January  1st.  To  aid  in  properly 
establishing  the  exact  date,  it  is  customary  to  add,  after  the  year 
quoted  in  the  early  record,  a  hyphen  followed  by  the  year  according 
to  the  later  (present)  calendar.  Thus  Feb.  21,  1745,  would  be  writ- 
ten Feb.  21,  1745-6,  to  indicate  that  it  would  be  the  year  1746  accord- 
ing to  our  present  reckoning. 

Another  interesting  fact  in  connection  with  the  investigations  in- 
to the  earlier  branches  of  the  family  is  the  diversity  of  spelling 
of  the  family  surname  found  in  the  early  Colonial  records.  The 
writer  has  himself  met  with  many  of  the  forms  given  below, while 
the  others  are  mentioned  by  other  investigators  as  having  been  met 
with  in  their  work.  The  list  as  collected  from  the  work  of  several 
investigators  includes  51  ways  of  spelling  the  name.

THE  EARLY  WHITTIERS 


There  is  found  in  the  early  Essex  County,  Massachusetts,  records 
traces  of  a  John  Whittier,  and  also  of  an  Abraham  Whittier.  John 
Whittier,  evidently  of  Ipswich  and  Newbury,  died  at  sea  in  Feb- 
ruary, 1678-9,  without  leaving  a  family.  Abraham  Whittier  (who 
has  been  frequently  confounded  with  Abraham  Whittaker,  of  Hav- 
erhill), of  Salem,  Marblehead,  and  Manchester,  was  twice  married, 
and  the  fragmentary  records  disclose  eight  children,  some  of  whom 
might  have  left  children  in  their  turn,  but  as  no  member  of  the  third 
generation  of  this  family  has  as  yet  been  discovered,  the  inference  is 
that  the  line  became  extinct.    The  children  of  Abraham  Whittier :

1  THOMAS  WHITTIER  1— The  progenitor  of  all  the  Whittiers 
now  in  America,  was  b.  near  Salisbury,  Wiltshire,  England,  about 
1620,  third  son  of  Richard  and  Mary  (Rolff)  Whittier,  m.  January 
23,  1608-9.  No  further  record  is  available  of  his  elder  brothers, 
Richard  and  John.  The  Whittiers  in  England  are  from  the  section 
in  the  south  of  England  centering  in  Wiltshire  and  Hampshire, 
the  old  church  and  civil  records  there  abounding  with  the  early 
forms  of  spelling  the  name.  It  is  trusted  that  the  ancestry  of 
Thomas  can  be  traced  distinctively  for  some  distance.  Thomas 
sailed  with  his  cousin,  John  Rolff,  from  Southampton,  in  the  ship 
Confidence,  of  London,  CC  tons  burden,  John  Jobson,  Master,  under 
papers  dated  the  24th  April,  1638,  the  destination  being  New 
England. 
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He  settled  first  in  Salsbury,  Mass..  on  the  north  shore  of  the 
Merrimac  River,  not  far  from  its  mouth.  He  later  lived  for  a  time 
in  Newbury,  and  in  1648  he  removed  to  Haverhill,  settling  in  the 
eastern  part  of  the  town,  about  three  miles  from  the  center  of  the 
village.  There  he  built  a  log  house,  in  which  he  lived  for  years, 
later  in  life  erecting  the  substantial  frame  house  in  which  his  de- 
scendent,  John  Greenleaf  Whittier,  the  poet,  was  born.  He  lived  a 
quiet,  peaceful  life,  even  refusing  to  guard  against  the  Indians,  and 
it  is  a  noteworthy  fact  that  none  of  the  early  Whittiers  were  ever 
molested  by  members  of  that  race.  He  was  admitted  as  a  "freeman" 
by  the  General  Court  May  23,  1666,  the  delay  in  granting  him  the 
franchise  being  due  to  his  religious  beliefs,  and  a  direct  result  of 
his  signature  to  a  petition  against  the  persecution  of  the  Society  of 
Friends.  He  was  always  otherwise  a  respected  member  of  the  com- 
munity.

(senior)  b.  1670,  s.  of  James  and  Elizabeth  Emery;  he  m.  Charity 
Nason  April  6,  1696,  and  d.  about  1737  or  1738;  his  wife  survived 
him  by  about  12  years.  James  Emery,  s.  of  Anthony  and  Frances 
Emery,  came  to  America  with  his  father  in  ship  James,  landing  in 
Boston,  June  3,  1635.  He  was  b.  in  England  about  1630.  He  m. 
twice,  his  1st  wife,  Elizabeth,  dying  after  1687;  he  m.  2d  widow 
Elizabeth  Pidge,  (2d  wife  of  John  Pidge),  Dec.  28,  1695.  He  d. 
before  1714.  His  father,  Anthony  Emery,  2d  s.  of  John  and  Agnes 
Emery,  was  b.  in  Romsey,  Hants,  England. 


MARY  HOYT,  wife  of  3  John  Whittier  2,  b.  (Ams),  Oct.  11,  1664, 
was  a  dt.  of  John  Hoyt,  b.  about  1638,  killed  by  Indians  at  Andover 
Aug.  13,  1696,  m.  June  23,  1659,  Mary  Barnes,  dt.  Wm.  and  Rachael 
Barnes.    John  Hoyt  was  a  s.  of  John  and  Frances  Hoyt,  John  Sr. 

being  b.  probably  about  1610-15,  d.  Feb.  28,  1687-8 ;  m.  Frances  

about  1635 ;  she  d.  Feb.  23,  1642-3. 


DANIEL  DAVIES  WHITTIER,  or  DANIEL  WHITTIER  JR. ; 
— due  to  the  various  forms  of  spelling  his  name,  it  has  been  somewhat 
difficult  to  prove  his  identity  fully  in  the  various  records.  The  entry 
of  his  birth  in  the  Vital  Records  of  Methuen,  Mass.,  gives  the  name 
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as  Daniel  Davics  Whitticr.  The  next  record  of  him  is  in  the  records 
of  the  Revolution,  his  name  being  given  in  Massachusetts  Soldiers 
and  Sailors  in  the  American  Revolution  under  the  captions  Daniel 
IV hitter  and  Daniel  Whitticr.  There  seems  to  be  no  doubt  of  his 
identity  there,  as  there  is  no  other  Daniel  Whittier  in  Methuen  who 
cannot  be  positively  proven  ineligible  under  the  dates  of  service  or 
personal  description,  which  tallies  with  his  birth  date  in  the  Vital 
Records  within  one  year.  Also  his  brother  Jacob  served,  they  both 
joining  the  same  company  at  first,  later  branching  into  different  arms 
of  the  service.  His  record  as  sergeant-drummer  is  verified  by  the 
U.  S.  Pension  Bureau,  and  a  reference  to  State  Bounty  is  verified 
by  the  U.  S.  Land  Office  records. 

The  records  further  indicate  that  he  left  the  army  Dec.  31,  1780, 
being  actually  mustered  out  about  the  first  of  February,  1781.  He 
married  in  Hv.,  March  9,  1781  (the  published  vital  records  quote  the 
date  as  1784,  very  evidently  a  mis-copy,  as  the  first  child  of  the 
union  was  b.  Oct.  6,  1782),  which  would  give  the  impression  that  he 
left  the  army  to  be  married.  His  age  is  very  nearly  the  same  as 
Hepzibah  Black's,  he  being  sliehtly  the  younger.  Further,  there  is 
no  other  Daniel  Whittier  known  at  this  time  who  cannot  be  otherwise 
matrimonially  disposed  of.  The  Daniel,  son  of  John  and  Eleanor, 
is  in  no  other  way  accounted  for  after  his  discharge  from  the  army. 

In  his  personal  description  in  the  military  record,  he  is  described 
as  4  ft.  10  ins.  tall,  with  dark  hair  and  complexion.  Such  personal 
descriptions  as  are  available  of  his  earlier  descendents  indicate 
statures  below  the  average,  with  medium  to  dark  complexions  and 
hair.  A  trace  of  Scotch  entering  through  his  wife,  Hepzibah,  is 
evident  in  some  of  his  children  and  grand-children,  however. 

The  children  of  Edmund  Whittier,  who  came  with  him  from 
Haverhill  to  northern  Vermont,  have  been  insistent  in  their  state- 
ments of  a  personal  cousinship  with  the  poet,  John  Greenleaf  Whit- 
tier. It  is  regrettable  that  they  have  left  no  record  of  the  direct  con- 
nection, or  that  no  documents  have  been  found  to  definitely  prove  the 
parentage  of  Daniel,  husband  of  Hepzibah.  This  evidence  of 
relationship  with  the  Haverhill  Whittiers  would  tend  strongly  to  dis- 
prove any  contention  that  Daniel  was  of  some  other  family,  such  as 
the  Whittakers,  a  suggestion  some  investigators  have  made.  Nor 
are  there  any  probable  Daniels  in  the  Whittakers,  or  other  likely 
families,  nor  is  any  reason  for  so  decided  a  change  of  name  known. 
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The  "Jr."  given  with  his  name  in  the  Haverhill  records  has  been 
the  stumbling-block  in  tracing  his  ancestry,  but  it  is  now  supposed 
it  was  a  "nickname"  given  him  to  distinguish  him  from  some  of  his 
cousins  of  the  same  name.  It  is  known  that  this  custom  was  not 
infrequently  practised  at  that  time. 

As  this  is  the  only  point  in  the  ancestry  of  the  family  back  to 
I  Thomas  Whittier  I  which  is  not  definitely  proven  by  documentary 
or  other  conclusive  evidence,  it  is  hoped  that  this  statement  of  the 
evidence  pointing  to  the  conclusion  drawn  will  prove  satisfactory  to 
those  who  demand  proof  of  the  lineages  quoted. 
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Where  two  or  more  names  are  the  same,  they  may  be  distinguished 
by  the  identification  number  in  parentheses  preceding  the  name  to  which 
it  applies.  Where  one  of  the  names  is  married  into  the  family  instead 
of  a  direct  descendent,  no  identification  number  will  be  given,  but  such 
name  will  precede  those  in  direct  descendency.
